> Councillors Hill 
and Lubberts 
want last look at 
Bay Beach site plan

The contentious Bay Beach 
issue wrapped up before the 
New Year with council 
approving the site plan agree¬ 
ment for the condo develop¬ 
ment in Crystal Beach. 

This decision was a final 
step on council's behalf but 
at Monday's council-in-com- 
mittee meeting, the project 
was discussed once again, for 
about 40 minutes. 

During the new business 
portion of the meeting, the 
first in 2012, Ward 4 Coun. 
John Hill raised questions 
about a final site plan agree¬ 
ment and asked that council 
can give one final look at it 
before a shovel hits the 
ground on the south side of 
Erie Road. 

"We have not seen a final 
site plan agreement," said 
Hill, who is concerned that 
the most recent documenta¬ 
tion reviewed by council was 
only a draft plan.

Site plans 'not coming to council for 
further approval' says Town's solicitor

In late November, council¬ 
lors and staff met behind 
closed doors to review the 
plans. On Dec. 12, council 
voted in favour of the site 
plan agreement, after two 
revisions were suggested and 
approved. 

Arcade columns and wrap 
around balconies that were 
to face the nearest property 
to the west were removed 
from the plans, at that meet¬ 
ing. 

Director of legal services 
Heather Salter said nothing 
has changed since the deci¬ 
sion made before the holiday 
break and that there is no 
further opportunity to revisit 
the matter. 

"Council has approved the 
site plan agreement. That 
was the process we went 
through in December," she 

"The process is complete," 
she added. 

The only difference in the 
current plans compared to 
what was presented at the 
start of the meeting in 


the changes 
requested to remove the bal¬ 
conies and columns. Salter 
said the Molinaro Group has 
implemented those revisions 
into the project. 

"They have agreed to 
accept those changes," she 
said. 

Hill said the purpose of 
bringing this matter up dur¬ 
ing Monday's meeting was 
not to thwart or frustrate the 
project, but to make sure due 
process has been followed. 

"Given the sensitivity of 
this whole issue, certainly 
we as a council, should see 
the final draft of the site plan 
agreement," he said. 

Salter said the plans can 
be shown to council, but 
opening it back up in the 
minutes of a council meeting 
will not be taking place. 

"It's not coming to council 
for further approval," she 
said. 

Interim chief administra¬ 
tive officer Ron Tripp echoed 
some of Salter's comments, 
saying that opportunity for

"We've done everything to 
an exceptionally scrutinized 
extent,” said Tripp, who then 
encouraged members of 
council to start the new year 
on a positive note. 

Hill said it wasn't his plan 
to stir up more negativity in 
the community or to cause 
problems for the develop¬ 
ment moving forward. 

"It's not my intention to 
re-hash this Bay Beach issue 
all over again," said Hill. 

Mayor Doug Martin was 
visibly frustrated by the dis¬ 
cussion, saying that mem¬ 
bers of council need to move 
on from this issue. 

'We spent the whole year, 
basically re-negotiating a 
decided matter," said 
Martin. 

"This is an executed agree¬ 
ment that has been signed, 
sealed and delivered." 

Ward 5 Coun. Don 
Lubberts questioned the 
process of awaiting an over¬ 
all benefit permit from the 
Ministry ofNaturalResources 
(MNR) and what impact it 
could have on the site plan, if 
the MNR recommends any 
further adjustments. 

"The permit could change 
the site plan," said Lubberts, 
who also feels council should 
be given the chance to exam¬ 
ine the final documents. 

'We were never presented 
a final draft." 

Director of community 
and development services 
Rick Brady re-iterated com¬ 
ments made by Salter earlier 
the meeting, that the 


n December have been 
incorporated into the devel¬ 
opment. 

"Not only have the 
Molinaros agreed to those 
changes, those changes have 
been implemented," said 

He also explained that if 
the MNR does recommend 
adjustments, it can be done. 

"The site plan agreement 
has clauses in it that allow us 
to make minor changes to 
the site plan," said Brady.

Seasonably mild temper¬ 
atures may have drawn in a 
larger crowd than normal 
at the annual Crystal Beach 
Polar Bear Dip and Chili 
Cook Off, but organizers 
were thrilled to see the 
large turnout. 

About 75 "dippers" par¬ 
ticipated at the event, host¬ 
ed by the Crystal Beach 
Business Improvement 
Association and held at the 
Bertie Boat Club on Point 
Abino Road. 

"I feel really good about 
how quickly it has grown," 
said one of the event's co¬ 
ordinators Phil Smith. 

Last year, about 50 brave 
souls took the plunge. 

In its third year, a 41 
degrees fahrenheit air tem¬ 
perature complimented 
with a water temperature 
of 34 degrees, made things 
a lot more comfortable for 
participants, compared to 
the more frigid setting over 
the last two runs. 

"If you were going to do a 
polar bear dip, this was the 
year to do it," said Smith. 

Non-perishable food 
items were collected at the 


event, to benefit local food 

Dave Shaw and his 
friend Neil Thornton took 
the day off from work and 
sported dress shirts and 
ties while they took the 
plunge. 

For Shaw, it was the first 
time he had ever done 
anything of this nature...

He even said that as he 
becomes more acquainted 
with the annual stunt, it's 
nothing like the initial dip.

Be prepared on the 
road this winter 


We've been blessed with unseason¬ 
ably warm weather, but Mother Nature 
unleashed a full winter blast on Fort Erie 
yesterday. 

With the snow finally here, it's impor¬ 
tant that drivers take the time to prepare 
for travelling in challenging weather 
conditions by making sure their vehicles 
are winter-ready with a maintenance 
check-up. 

Checking to make sure all of those 
contraptions work on the family car can 
save a lot of drivers from having head¬ 
aches later on.

0MB hearing important for people who care about health and safety 


Dear Editor, 


For all those who are pas¬ 
sionate about health and 
safety issues; and protect¬ 
ing the environment for 
future generations, an 
important process begins 

On Tuesday, January 
17th (11a.m. in the council 
chambers), the Ontario 
Municipal Board review 
regarding the proposal to 
allow the building of a 


motor speedway in Fort 
Erie begins with a pre-hear¬ 
ing that is open to the pub¬ 
lic. 

Zoning by-laws are put in 
place to protect citizenry 
and the environment from 
reckless development, land 
misuse and pollution. It 
would be one thing to elect 
to move near an existing 
airport and then have the 
audacity to complain about 
toxic fumes and the noise 
of jet engines. 

However, in this case, 
hundreds of families in 


Crescent Park and 
Stevensville chose to live in 
a quiet, semi-rural area 
trusting that the enjoyment 
of their properties would 
be protected. Instead, our 
elected officials voted to 
override our by-laws and 
create what they are calling 
a ‘Special Policy Area’ (code 
for a means to allow urban 
expansion across agricul¬ 
tural land) to make way for 
offshore developers to gut 
and pave the land, move 
the creek headwater, vio¬ 
late the wetland and cut 


down Carolinian forests. 

In exchange for a few 
part time jobs, the develop¬ 
ers will glean their profits 
while duped residents will 
be forced to live with dan¬ 
gerous air and noise pollu¬ 
tion and foot the bill for the 
costly infrastructure (esti¬ 
mated to be in excess of 
$50 million) they will also 
demand. 

Jarvis Street business 
owners need to also be 
aware that the speedway 
group has included a large 
retail complex as part of 


their plan; which would 
only serve to drive business 
to the QEW/Bowen Road 
intersection and away from 
downtown Fort Erie. 

This would seem to be in 
direct contradiction with 
Councillor Passero’s prom¬ 
ise to bolster activity on 
Jarvis Street. Incidentally, 
Mr. Passero is in complete 
support of the speedway 
development. 

So, to the many, many 
people who have told me 
personally of their objec¬ 
tions to the speedway 


development, I urge you to 
step up at this crucial 
stage.

Apparently so, because now 
they are prepared to accept 
the pollution of our neigh¬ 
bourhoods by lead, one of 
the most toxic substances 
known to man. Because of 


is a 'threat' 

its extreme danger to health, 
the Canadian and U.S. gov¬ 
ernments spent billions of 
dollars to enforce regula¬ 
tions to remove lead from 
gasoline. What is little 
known, however, is that both 
governments granted an 
exemption from these regu¬ 
lations to motor sports. The 
new speedway is expected to 
operate year-round, deposit¬ 
ing toxic lead into the adja¬ 
cent wedands. Once there it 
can poison the flora and 
fauna, drain into the Niagara 
River and be carried to 
Niagara Falls, Niagara-On- 
The-Lake and all the other 
communities on both sides 
of the river. 

The deadly effects of lead 
In the environment have 
been well documented. 
Because lead is a chemical 
element, it never degrades. It 
is a powerful neurotoxin that 
can produce behavioral 
irregularities or permanent 
mental retardation. While 
everyone is at risk, lead poses 
the greatest danger to chil¬ 
dren, pregnant women and 
nursing mothers. All pro¬ 
lead arguments pale in com-

parison to the need to pro¬ 
tect children’s mental devel¬ 
opment. Is any sport worth 
the possible infliction of 
physical and mental disease 
on our unaware and trusting 
children? 

None of this appears to 
interest the inhabitants of 
Fort Erie. There is no excuse 
for this deliberate blindness. 
Lead's long-term effects have 
beenexhaustivelyresearched 
and documented which is 
why governments have acted 
to ban it. Now Fort Erie wel¬ 
comes it. This makes no 
sense at all. The public's 
health should be the first 
consideration of our elected 
officials. 

Wake up Niagara! Are you 
willing to sacrifice the health 
ofyour children and of future 
generations so that a com¬ 
paratively few people can 
watch vehicles ride round 
and round a track? Think 
about it carefully. Think very 
carefully.

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Council approves several reports on plans for subdivisions 


The majority of the 
reports considered by coun¬ 
cil on Monday night dealt 
with subdivision projects 
that could be built through¬ 
out Greater Fort Erie. 

One of them was the pro¬ 
posed draft plan of the sec¬ 
ond phase of the Ridgeway 
Shores development, on the 
remaining portion of the 
former golf course that 
closed its fairways over two 
years ago. 

On the south side of 
Thunder Bay Road, three 
phases of the Ridgeway-by- 
the-Lake subdivision have 
covered the former golf 
course, but on the north 
side of the road the remain¬ 
der of the course is open, 
where the developer 
(Rinaldi Homes) hopes to 
erect some of their prod- 


the developer that 83 single 
detached dwelling lots 
would form the subdivision, 
but a revised plan has been 
submitted for only 79 units. 

Also proposed in the plan 
are 48 multiple attached 
street townhouse units, one 
stormwater management 
block, one parkland block, 
one environmental wetland 
and woodland block, two 
0.3 metre reserve blocks, 
one access block to the 
environmental area, one 
watercourse block and one 
daylighting triangle block. 

The subject site covers a 
total of 39.5 acres. 

In the staff report 
approved by council for 
informational purposes, it 
is said that the provincial 
policy statement and the 
growth plan encourage effi¬ 
cient use of land and inten¬ 
sification throughout the 
area. The proposed devel¬ 


opment encourages this 
through a mix of residential 
dwelling types. 

The development would 
include an overall density 
range of approximately 12 
units per hectare. 
Adjustments were made by 
the developer to adhere to 
regulations enforced by the 
Niagara Peninsula 

Conservation Authority, 
such as moving the storm¬ 
water pond from the north¬ 
west portion of the property 
to the mideast part of the

Another subdivision that 
moved further on Monday 
night was the South Coast 
Village of Crystal Beach, 
after council approved a 
zoning by-law amendment 
application. 

The subject lands sit on 


of Ridgeway Road, south of 
Graeber Avenue and north 
of Crystal Beach Drive. 

The applicant (Marz 
Homes) is proposing to 
develop 179 units through a 
"block" draft plan of subdi- 

The draft plan includes 
an extension of Erie Road, a 
sewer easement, a block for 
stormwater management, 
eight blocks of freehold for 
condominium units and a 
single detached dwelling lot 
facing Crystal Beach Drive. 

The plan has undergone 
some slight changes to 
modify two entrances to 
one of the blocks. One of 
the blocks that backs onto 
the Graeber Avenue lots, 
has been increased in depth 
to address some concerns 
raised by area residents. 
Currently, the subject lands 
sit vacant with some scrub

This extension has been 
granted after the developer 
indicated in 2009 that as a 
result of the economic 
downturn, it wasn't feasible 
to service the site until the 
third quarter of 2010 An 
extension to the draft plan 
approval in 2009 to 2011 
was permitted. 

In late November 2011, 
the property owner advised 
of the anticipation that ser¬ 
vicing of the site could com¬ 
mence in Spring 2012 and 
requested another exten¬ 
sion of 24 months to pro¬ 
vide time to obtain servic¬ 
ing clearances for the site, 
which was approved by 
council on Monday.

Crystal Beach couple 
facing firearms charges 


On January 7, the Niagara 
Regional Police arrested a 
distraught male in St. 
Catharines who was armed 
with a handgun. 

The handgun was seized 
and the No. 1 District 
Criminal Investigation 
Branch contacted the 
Provincial Weapons 
Enforcement Unit to inves¬ 
tigate the origins of the 
firearm. 

On January 11, the 
Provincial Weapons 
Enforcement Unit with the 
assistance of the Niagara 
Regional Police Tactical 
Unit executed a Criminal 
Code search warrant at the 
upper apartment of an 
address on Ridgeway Road 
in Crystal Beach. 

As a result of the investi¬ 


gation, five firearms were 
seized. Charged with five 
counts of Possession of a 
Firearm Knowing its 
Possession is Unauthorized 
under the Criminal Code 
of Canada and one count 
of Failing to Report Lost 
Firearms contrary to the 
Criminal Code of Canada 
is a 48- year- old Crystal 
Beach female. 

A second individual, a 
male from Crystal Beach, 
has also been charged with 
one count of Weapons 
Trafficking contrary to the 
Criminal Code of Canada. 

It is the mandate of the 
Provincial Weapons 
Enforcement Unit to iden¬ 
tify and take enforcement 
action against persons 
involved in the illegal 


movement of firearms, 
ammunition and explo-

Property owner facing $15,000 fine

Local resident Mike Spurek took advantage of this week's mild temperatures by getting 
in a round of golf on Wednesday at the Fort Erie Golf Club. 


As a result of an investiga¬ 
tion from November 2010, 
theFortErieFireDepartment 
(FEFD) has assessed a fine 
of $15,000 against the owner 
of a local property for accu¬ 
mulating an unsafe amount 
of combustible materials in 
the home. 

During the investigation, 
the FEFD's public safety 
officer Doug Atkins observed 
large quantities of combus¬ 
tible material, sometimes 
referred to as hoarding, 
throughout the home. 

In many areas, the mate¬ 
rial was shoulder high and 


in close proximity to igni¬ 
tion sources. 

Also observed was 
improper use of extension 
cords and reduced access to 
exits. 

The order was issued pur¬ 
suant to the Fire Protection 
and Prevention Act, after 
the owner failed to reduce 
the accumulation of com¬ 
bustible material in the 
dwelling. 

Such accumulation of 
combustible materials has a 
direct impact on fire and life 
safety of the occupants of 
the dwelling unit, as well as 


that of firefighters who 
would have to attend the 
address in the event of a 
fire. 

"It is imperative that hom¬ 
eowners and tenants ensure 
that their home does does 
not contain a fire load of 
combustible materials that 
will put anyone in danger as 
a result of a fire," said FEFD 
chief Larry Coplen. 

The maximum allowable 
fine for not complying with 
the order is $20,000 per 
day.

This week, the Buffalo and Fort Erie 
Public Bridge Authority (PBA) announced 
that the U.S. Federal Highway 
Administration (FHWA) has formally ter¬ 
minated the decade long Peace Bridge 
Expansion Project environmental review 
process. 

This decision follows extensive con¬ 
sultation with federal and state agencies, 
and was undertaken in light of recogni¬ 
tion that the U.S. plaza design require¬ 
ments - crafted to meet the objectives of 
the project - caused the overall costs to 
escalate beyond available funding levels. 

"The public has known since last sum¬ 
mer that the Expansion Project as origi¬ 
nally envisioned would not be proceed¬ 
ing and today's notification officially 
confirms that fact," said PBA chairman 
Anthony Annunziata. 

"There remains little doubt though that 
the current plaza is woefully inadequate 
and in desperate need of reconfiguration 
and renovation to meet today's security 
and processing requirements, as well as 
to improve aesthetics and environmental 
conditions." 

"Many years were spent on the 
Expansion Project effort, and while its 
conclusion is disappointing, in this diffi¬ 
cult fiscal environment we are fortunate 
to be positioned to heed Governor 
Cuomo's recent calls for infrastructure 
improvement solutions that access what 
available capital there is, in order to get 
shovels in the ground and people work¬ 
ing immediately," continued chairman 
Annunziata. 

"That is why we view this decision 
positively, because it allows the Authority 
to reassess what we can do on our own 
accord without federal tax dollars to 
improve the functionality of the plaza for 
the benefit of the neighborhood and the 
Buffalo Niagara region as a whole." 

In moving forward with much-needed 
port enhancements, the PBA will under¬ 
take a series of operational improve¬ 
ments and construction projects utilizing 
its own, already secured financial 
resources. Some of these enhancements 
may require the acquisition of municipal 
right-of-way and private property prior 
to proceeding, though to a far smaller 
extent than previous expansion project 
plans. Plaza renovation concepts are 
currently being reviewed by the U.S. 
General Services Administration (GSA) 
and U.S. Customs and Border Protection 
(CBP), and should be available in the
